A person who is out of work 
because of a plant shutdown for 
vacation purposes may receive 
unemployment compensation 
benefits if he does not 


receive 

pay from his employer under a 
bill that is about to be signed 
by Governor Dever, it was an- 
nounced by Antonio England, Di- 
rector of the Division of Employ- 
ment Security. 

“This bill has been approved 
by both branches - of the legisla- 
ture and is now on the Gover 
nor’s desk for signature,” Mr. 
England stated. “An emergency, 
preamble to the bill will make it 
effective as soon as it is signed." 

“The reason for calling this 
bill to the attention of the pub- 
lic at this time is that ipany 
plants, offices and other places 
of employment close down for the 
first part of July. Any men and 
women who are out of work for 
this reason and not eligible for 
or not entitled to vacation pay 
should py>tect their rights to un- 
employment compensation bene^- 
fits by filing a claim at their em- 
ployment office as soon as they 
are out of work. 

“Under this new bill they may 
receive credit for the waiting pe- 
riod of one week, if they have 
not already done so, or unem- 
ployment compensation benefits 
if they are otherwise eligible. 

“Unemployment compensation 
benefits may be paid under the 
provisions of this bill regardless 
of any contract or agreement the 
worker may have directly or in- 
directly entered into with his em- 
ployer” Director England added.

Perhaps the one question that, 
this department receives most 
often is how best to frost a cake. 
A good frosting makes a cake 
well as ac- 


mount will frost two nine-inch or 
three eight-inch pans. 

This wonderful frosting may 
be varied by using light, brown 
sugar in the place of white su- 
gar. 

To frost: 

Cut a circle about one inch 
smaller than the cake to be frost- 
ed from a piece of waxed paper. 
Place the waxed paper from 
which the round piece has been 
cut bn the cake plate. This will 
keep the plate clean during {he 
frosting process. Put a layer of 
cake on the plate, right over the 
cut out circle. Waxed paper will 
then overlap the edges. 

Use a flexible spatula to 
spread the frosting. Use care to 
avoid mixing cake crumbs in the 
frosting. The waxed paper may 
be cut with scissors and remov- 
ed without disturbing the ap- 
pearance of the cake.

SEVEN-MINUTE ICING 
l l 2 cups sugar 
2 egg whites 
1/3 cup water 

l A teaspoon cream of tartar

Place all ingredients in the top 
of a double boiler over boiling 
water. Beat continuously for 
seven minutes or until frosting 
stands in peaks when beater is 
lifted.

Dever will sign the bill this 
week. The City of Boston will 
build a $12 million dollar sewer- 
age plant to correct this pollu- 
tion at an estimated cost to the 
taxpayers— 40 cents per. 

H-213— authorizing the MDC to 
acquire, restore and maintain the 
rolling dam on the Charles River 
at Bemis street in the City of 
Newton and Watertown was 
passed by the legislature. The 
bill is now before the Governor 
for signature. The estimated cost 
is $28,000. 

The bill to reduce the eligibility 
age from 65 years to 60 years 
for old age assistance has been 
postponed until July 21st. 

Governor Dever’s tax program 
will be heard in the House on 
Friday. 

A bill authorizing the State 
Banking Dept, to investigate col- 
lection agencies and charge them 
a fee of $25.00 for each investi- 
gation has been passed. 

House bill 2632 barring Com- 
munists from public employment 
was heard on Wednesday in the 
State Senate. Sen. John D. Mac- 
kay. Republican, of Quincy of- 
fered an amendment to delete 
the word communist from the 
measure. He warned that "no 
court of law recorded a judgment 
that the Communist party was 
guilty of advocating the over- 
throw of government by force.” 
He also said that his sole pur- 
pose for his amendment was to 
save the face of the Massachu- 
setts Senate and its reputation 
for clear thinking. The amend- 
ment was adopted by 20-13. As

Convention. The Article of 
Amendment must be approved 
by the legislature before it can 
go on the ballot. After that it 
then must go before a joint ses- 
sion for approval before it be- 
comes a law. This proceedure 
will take several years. Rep. 
Louis Nathanson, Democrat, of 
Dorchester, offered an amend- 
ment to the proposal "to permit 
the levying of a different rate on 
various types of income.” It was 
approved by a vote 134-116. The 
motion to reconsider his amend- 
ment was defeated on a roll call 
120-133. Many amendments were 
offered and each one was defeat- 
ed. Rep. Howard Whitmore, Jr., 
offered an amendment: — "any 
exemption and deduction shall 
be uniform irrespective of the 
class or source of income taxed” 
was defeated on a roll call 123-129. 
Rep. Whitmore pleaded that his 
amendment be adopted because 
it would "treat every one equal.” 
Several representatives spoke 
against Nathanscn’s amendment 
saying that the whole tax sys- 
tem of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts is unfair and un- 
just, that a further tax on those 
who need the money would be 
dangerous.

This bill, 
from which all five Republican 
members of Ways and Means 
dissented, Was placed before us 
only a few hours before the de- 
bate. We sought unsuccessfully 
to recommit it to Ways and 
Means for a hearing but the 
Democratic majority steam- 
rollered it through. 

The tax to be levied upon co- 
operative banks and federal 
savings^ and loan associations 
hit a new low in legislative chi- 
chanery, for that proposal was 
never given a hearing,— a 1949 
example of the "Taxation with- 
out Representation” for which 
our forefathers fought the Rev- 
olutionary War. 

The tax on our mutual savings 
banks is the most cruel, vicious 
and wicked proposal presented 
to us in my time on Beacon 
Hill. It is a raid upon the sav- 
ings of those of small and mod- 
est means. 

The tax on our Massachusetts 
insurance companies is unfair 
discrimination against the fin- 
est group of mutuals in this 
country. Since they have no 
stockholders, the policyholder 
will pay this tax in reduced div- 
idends, increasing their cost of 
insurance. I personally led the 
fight against this section of the 
bill. 

The increased corporation tax 
will force many companies, al- 
ready hard pressed by our un- 
just tax laws, to leave the state. 
The result will be lessened em- 
ployment of our people. 

The increased surtax on in- 
comes will fall most severely 
upon widows and retired peo- 
ple who are already overtaxed 
io the tune of 6.78 per cent upon 
their so-called "unearned in- 
come.” The result will be an 
increasing number of our citi- 
zens who will move to other 
states. The increased surtax on 
inheritance and legacies will 
have the same result. 

The increased tax on commer- 
cial banks will certainly raise 
the cost of banking services to 
al. their customers, f and they 
will pay the bill. 

The whole bill is "soak the 
little fellow’” legislation. The 
need of the hour is not increas-

The Answer To 
Excise Tax Repeal 


Operating 
with the call letters WYDS. at 
1550 on the dial. 


Congressman Noah Mason of 
Illinois has come up with what 
we think is the logical answer 
to the problem of repeal of the 
wartime excise taxes, at the 
same time saving the federal 
government from a substantial 
loss of revenue at a time when a 
sizable federal deflicit is in the 
offing. 

Mr. Mason is author of a bill 
now before Congress that would 
levy federal income taxes on the 
corporate business incomes of 
co-operatives and four other 
types of tax-escaping commer- 
cial corporations. He now sug- 
gests that this bo tied in with 
repeal of the wartime excises. 

Taxing the untaxed would pro- 
duce a billion dollars a year in 
new federal income, Congress- 
man Mason estimates, while it 
is generally admitted that repeal 
of the unpopular excise taxes 
would cost the government about 
$500,000,000 in Income. If, as Mr.

local board convenient to him 
and the record will be sent to th# 
local board having jurisdiction, 
even though it is in another 
state. After he registers, it is 
mandatory that a registrant 
keep his local board informed of 
any change in his adress or 
change in status, the director 
pointed out. This applies after 
he becomes 26 as well as before. 

Questioned concerning the 
man who did not register dur- 
ing the designated registration 
days, August 30 to September 
18, 1948, because he was then on 
active duty in the armed forces, 
Colonel Furbish explained that 
he is required to register within 
30 days of the time he was se- 
parated from the armed forces. 

"Any person who changes 
from a status which did not re- 
quire his registration to a status 
which does require it, must reg- 
ister promptly to be within the 
law," Colonel Furbish said, add- 
ing that those who were out of 
the country on the registration 
days must register within five 
days following the date they re- 
enter the United States, which 
includes Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands. 

Colonel Furbish said that non- 
citizens entering the United 
States for the first time are re- 
quired to register at a local 
board within six months follow- 
ing the date of their entry. 

The maximum penalty for vio- 
lation of any of the provisions 
of the Selective Service Act of 
1948, Colonel Furbish pointed 
out, is five years in prison or a 
fine of $10,000 or both.

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have been fully developed, or 
In three years; but In no case, 
when bird populations are on 
the decline. The hill definitely 
states that this does not per- 
mit the opening of previously 
acquired sanctuaries. 

The second bill is House Bill 
1746. This would set up a fed- 
eral aid for sport fishing resto- 
ration program patterned fter 
the successful Pittman-Robert- 
son game restoration program. 
It would divert the present 10 
percent tax on sport fishing 
tackle from the general fund 
of the U.S. Treasury to finance 
this program. States would sup- 
ply 25 percent and the Federal 
Government 75 percent of the 
cost of restoration projects 
which would remain under state 
control. No state shall receive 
less than one percent of the 
total apportioned to that state, 
nor more than five percent. To 
date, the PR program has 
worked very well for the resto- 
ration of game, and the present 
bill, known as the Dingell bill, 
should do the same for the 
restoration of fish. 

Salt Water Spotty 

Salt water fishing along the 
coast is very spotty and almost 
nil at some points. With the va- 
cation period now in full swing, 
all points are being heavily 
fished. Striper fishing has been 
very disappointing for most ang- 
lers to date. All along the 
North Shore, there has '.een 
very little action except for 
mackerel, svhich seem to be ev- 
erywhere, but they are not in 
schools. Stripers are being seen 
everywhere, but few catches. 

On the South Shore, conditions 
have been about the same. Ear- 
ly in the season, thre was some 
action on bass at Duxbury, but 
this has slowed up, and there 
has been very little action on 
anything else. Nothing much 
stirring in Buzzards Bay during 
the past week and only five 
stripers were taken and these 
only on early morning tides. 
Fishing in the Weweantic River 
has just been a waste of time 
during the past week and I 
doubt if there will be any ac- 
tion at this point again until 
September. At Long Nook and 
Nauset Beach, conditions were 
a little brighter on the surf but 
the catches are far off par for 
this time of year. A few strip- 
ers taken at Rock Beach, Pro- 
vincetown but very slim pick- 
ings for the number of surf 
casters that are working the 
beach. Cohditions will not 
change until we get that cold 
northeaster we are looking for. 

Geese Fly South 

Many local people have ad- 
vised that they have seen large 
flocks of geese flying in a 
southerly direction during the 
past week. These have been 
seen mostly in the early hours 
of the morning. This is unusual 
for this season of the year and 
I sure dont’ know the answer. 

Fly Casting 

A few of our local fly-casters 
have been enjoying some good 
fly-fishing at Dudley Pond in 
Wayland during the past week- 
end where they have been get- 
ting white perch on light tackle 
that weigh up to one and one- 
half to two pounds. If you want 
a lot of fun try this type of 
fishing. 

New Sports Club 

Sportsmen in the Randolph 
area are organizing a sports- 
men’s club and will become a 
member club of the Norfolk 
County League of Sports Hubs. 
Not so manv years ago, ian. 
of the local sportsmen vere 
members of the old Randolph 
club. This club, in years gone 
by. was very active on dogs, in 
addition to having their own 
trout stream.

something before pollution 
gets too chronic here, not 
alone for the betterment of 
our wild life, but for the pub- 
lic health? Where will our 
next generation fish If we al- 
low this pollution- to continue? 

Wo know what happened in 
the Neponset River; we know 
that Mother Brook is polluted 
and we know that unless we get 
action soon, what will happen 
to the Charles River; the only 
healthy body of water we have 
in this district is Muddy Pond 
in the Stony Brook Reservation. 

Shooting Hours 

Most of the wildlife agencies 
are recommending that the wa- 
terfowl shooting hours this . ear 
be changed back to 7 a.m. till 
4 p.m. instead of the one-half 
hour before sunrise to one hour 
before sunset. This suggestion 
came about as the result of the 
large kill of ducks in the years 
that early-morning shooting wr.s 
allowed. 

In the 1947-48 season, the na- 
tional kill was estimated at 12 
million killed and three million 
crippled. The 1948-49 season 
brought back the early morning 
shooting privilege and the kill 
increased to 17 million and the 
cripples to three and one-half 
million. This increase in kill has 
been real high during every 
year that early shooting has 
been allowed. 

Low Water 

During the past week, most 
of the rivers and ponds reached 
the lowest water mark of the 
season and the waters got ex- 
tremely warm, causing very 
poor surface fishing everywhere. 
Another local angler and the 
writer fished all along the 
Charles River at our favorite 
spots using live frogs as bait. 
We started- fishing at daybreak 
and fished until eleven o’clock 
without a single strike. 

We were ready to give it up 
as a poor day of fishing until 
we met a Itoslindale man fish- 
ing from a boat under the 
railroad bridge at Charles Riv- 
er Village. He had just hook- 
ed onto three nice bass, the 
largest being a five-pounder. 
We learned that he had start- 
ed the day surface fishing 
with no results and had 
changed to bottom fishing 
with chubs. He took all three 
buss using this method of 
fishing. 

Later, we met two anglers 
fishing the bridge below the 
Walker Gordon farm and found 
both of these boys were also 
using chub, also bottom fishing. 
In fact, neither of these m?n 
were using a rod and reel, but 
were using nothing but a drop 
line, with a float with the bait 
at the bottom. 

They had been fishing only 
a short time when we met them, 
but they had managed to hook 
three beautiful pickerel, all 
about 20 inches in length. We 
sure learned that the best me- 
thod to land bass or pickerel 
with the low and warm water, 
is to get them low and on 
chubs, especially in the Charles 
River. 

Important Bills 

Two very important bills will 
come up for debate about July 
21, which should be of vital 
importance to all sportsmen. 
The bill to increase the duck 
stamp from one dollar to two 
dollars has already passed the 
senate in Washington. This is 
Senate Bill 1076 and is being 
pushed very hard by two or 
three agencies. 

The present bill, which has 
been changed many times 
since it was first introduced, 
now’ calls for ten percent of 
the amount collected, to be 
used for administration and 
enforcement expenses. The hill 
also contains an added 
amendment that clarifies the 
wildlife management issue to 
limit opening to 25 percent 
of newly acquired areas that

( to Charles River Village in 
over 20 years. During the 
past seven years since his re- 
tirement, he has fished only 
in local spots which he could 
readily walk to. In recent 
years, fishing at these spots 
has gradually become worse 
and It no longer was a pleas- 
ure for him to enjoy his fish- 
ing. 

I spent a few hours with this 
man talking about the old fa- 
vorite spots along the river and 
how many fish we used to creel 
back thirty or forty years ago. 
Yes, I fished those spots back 
in those days, and longer. 

There are many anglers who 
have to do their fishing right 
handy for the same reason this 
man had, if they wanted to 
enjoy a day at this healthy 
pastime. This is also true of the 
youngsters in this area who 
have no transportation facilities 
to get them into areas where 
there is better fishing. 

What is being done to bring 
back fishing in these local spots 
which in yesteryear were good 
fishing grounds? 

Over-fishing has not been 
the real cause of our fast- 
dwindling fish population as 
most people believe. The eal 
answer is pollution, and noth- 
ing is being done about it. 

This spring, when the Warn- 
patuck Rod and Gun Club in- 
quired why Mother Brook had 
not been stocked as usual with 
trout, they were advised by the 
Division of Fisheries and Game 
that the waters were unsuitable 
In other words, these

the increase in tfxes. He was 
particularly interested in the 
"break down” showing fire and 
wire contributed 8c to each dol- 
lar of tax rate. Do you know 
what he was told? Exactly this, 
"Don’t you know the firemen got 
their 48 hour week which ac- 
counts for the increased taxes?” 
Only a few weeks ago I told the 
Newton "free thinking” citizens 
that the firemen’s 48 hour work- 
week plan added ONLY slightly 
more than a halfpenny to the tax 
rate. Yet, Mayor Lockwood’s ad- 
ministration would have you be- 
lieve, according to his chart, that 
8c of the taxpayers’ money was 
spent for the humanitarian act 
adopted by 15 other cities and 
towns in Massachusetts. He 
openly opposed the adoption of 
the 48 hour work-week for the 
firemen and eliminated them 
from his pay raise schedule for 
all other city employees. That 
is what my Boston business man 
and Newton taxpayer was inter- 
ested in. 

"Undoubtedly the mayor’s chart 
is authentic because it must have 
been prepared by his new muni- 
cipal research bureau which 
costs the Newton taxpayers a 
few pennies together with his own 
raise in salary. 

"‘As a taxpayer in Newton I 
believe I have a right to know 
the full details regarding the al- 
location of these various monies 
spent. When I find them out I 
will certainly tell the industry 
and home owners where the 
chips fall. Like tlie Boston busi- 
ness man who asked questions 
I’ll give ready answer.”

formation on camp activities. 
This is the first National Guard 
Division radio station in daily 
operation. Another first for the 
YD. 

Sunday, July 17, the annual 
Governor’s Day and Visitors’ Day 
were combined into one celebra- 
tion to cause a minimum of con- 
fusion and delay in the training 
schedule.

for trout, 
waters were polluted. There are 
still fish in these waters and 
quick action at this time in 
cleaning up pollution would save 
what is left of them. 

Many states have already tak- 
en action and have reduced pol- 
lution in their streams and 
bays. A good example is the 
state of Rhode Island where 
they have cleaned up Ynost of 
their streams and Narragansctt 
Bay. The polio rate in the state 
of Rhode Island is the lowest 
per thousand of any state in 
the union and they had only 
six cases reported in the year 
1948. 

All states where they have 
taken up a program on reduc- 
ing pollution in their waters 
have shown a marked decrease 
in polio- cases. The state of 
Pennsylvania is now putting 
through the biggest anti-pollu- 
tion program that has ever been 
attempted. This state, with the 
aid of the federal government, 
has started to clean up the most 
polluted river in the country, 
the Schuylkill river, a 138-mile 
project.

News from the State House 

By HELEN L. RING 


Speed Test for 
Greyhounds at 
Raynham Tonight 


The Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture’s desire is to move rapidly 
towards prorogation. They are 
rushing through their work as 
is proven by the prompt and 
efficient and nonpartisan accept- 
ance of the Metropolitan Tran- 
sit Authority refinancing bill in 
the House of Representatives 
on Monday. Debating was lim- 
ited, amendments were offered, 
no roll calls were taken. The 
bill exempts the MTA from pay- 
ing about $1,300,000 in real es- 
tate taxes to 14 cities and towns 
and it is also designed to re- 
duce MTA deficits by about 
$5,500,000. Under the present 
bill the MTA will continue to 
pay about $200,000 a year in 
gas and excise taxes to the 
state, and it will assume the 
responsibility for snow removal. 
The City of Newton loses $1122 
on real estate taxes. In the 
short debate there was an ink- 
ling of a fare increase to pre- 
vent future deficits. The trus- 
tees are forced by law to' ask 
for a fare increase when cer- 
tain income is insufficient. This 
law is on the statute books at 
the present time. Both Demo- 
cratic and Republican leaders 
refused to remove it from the 
statute books. Party caucuses 
were held before the debate 
took place on the floor. This 
helps the House to rush the bill 
through as smoothly as po-;si- i 
ble as there was a fear that 
the House would go into an all , 
night session as it did on Thurs- j 
day night on the tax bill. The J 
House adjourned that night at 
4:30 a.m. Sen. Chester Dolan, 
president of the State Senate 
stated that he would not allow j 
the Senate to repeat such a per- 
formance. 

The cash sickness benefit fund 
bill to be taken over by the 
State will not be redrafted. Gov- 
ernor Dever will send a special 
message next week to the Leg- 
islature asking for a special re- 
cess commission to study this 
program. This state fund health 
insurance plan was recently re- 
jected by the House by three 
votes. 

A public hearing will be held 
before the Joint Committee on 
Labor and Industries at the 
State House on Monday, July 
25, at 10:30 a.m. on a newly 
redrafted bill — the anti-injunc- 
tion bill. This bill eliminates 
the secondary boycott and a 
clause which would have re- 
quired an employer to obtain 
a certificate from the 
Commissioner of Labor and In- 
dustries to show ll.j 
faith” in trying to settle a labor 
! dispute before seeking a court 
injunction. The bill would al- 
low picketing where a strike is 
in progress. 

Another public hearing of 
great importance to the public 
will be held on Monday, 10:30 
a.m., July 25, in tne otate House 


Democratic floor leader, Rep. 
Robert F. Murphy, Democrat, of 
Malden stated that it was fruit* 
less to spend more time in pub- 
lic hearings. 

A resolve providing for an in- 
vestigation and stuoy by a spe- 
cial unpaid commission of the 
laws of the Commonwealth of 
Mars, regarding the panel and 
reformatory institutions, pa- 
roles and deductions from max- 
imum sentences was ordered to 
a third reading. This resolve 
was passed in tha Senate on a 
voice vote. The Committee on 
Ways and Means has approved 
this resolve. 

A resolve*providing for an in- 
vestigation and study by a spe- 
cial commission as to organiza- 
tion, administration, powers, du- 
ties, etc. in the Dept, of Con- 
servation was engrossed. Rep. 
John S. Whittemore of Newton 
is a member of the Committee 
on Conservation. 

The bill to increase teachers’ 
pension from $750 a year to 
$1200 a year was approved** by 
the House. This bill was re- 
jected by the Committee on 
Ways and Means. 

The bill reducing the age re- 
quirements for old age assist- 
ance from 65 years to 60 years 
old was postponed until July 
25th, Monday, in the House. The 
question is on ordering the bill 
to a third reading. Rep. Gib- 
bons, Republican floor leader, 
moved that the bill be referred 
to the next annual session.

That exhibition of game- 
ness stamped him indelibly as the 
best greyhound that has thus 
far crossed the Atlantic to en- 
gage in match races in this 
country. 

As the meeting progresses the 
distance the Irish greyhound will 
be called on to race will be in- 
creased. Most greyhound men 
think Hurry Ivan will have no 
trouble at ihe 5/16ths distance. 
They are not so sure about his 
ability to go th*» Raynham 
Course. However it is felt that 
by the time Raynham Course 
races are o be run Western 
Post, the Irish Derby winner, will 
be fit and ready for a tough 
race. This fellow can carry all 
his speed for 700 yards which is 
slightly more than the Raynham 
Course.

Fifth in Series of 
Summer Services To

City Hall Employees Being 
Screened for Heart Disease 


The fifth in the series of union 
summer services sponsored by 
the Newton Centre Protestant 
Churches will be held in the 
Methodist church in Newton 
Centre Sunday, July 31, at 11 
o'clock. The Rev. H: Daniel 
Hawver, D.D. will b e t h e 
preacher, Mrs. Clendenning 
Smith organist. Dr. Hawver’s 
sermon subject will be, "When 
God Steps In.” 


The Newton Health Depart- 
ment this week began screening 
City Hall employees for heart 
disease, Dr. Ernest M. Morris, 
Director of Public Health, an- 
nounced. 

Through the Gity Hall screen- 
ing program, the Health Depart- 
ment will attempt to learn the 
effectiveness of examining large 
numbers of people in order to 
find individuals with possible 
heart conditions. 

The project, located in City 
Hall, will continue through the 
5th of August. By that time it 
is expected that a sufficient num- 
ber will have been screened to 
allow analysis oi the results. 

As a pilot study of the New- 
ton Heart Demonstration Pro- 
gram, screening of City Hall 
employees is endorsed by the 
Ncwton-Welleslcy Hospital staff. 
The project was planned by the 1 
Cardiac Program Committee of 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital, med- 
ical advisory committee to the 
Health Department’s Heart Dem- 
onstration Program. It consists 
of three simple procedures de- 
signed to pick up a maximum of 
suspected heart conditions: a 
brief medical history, blood 
pressure recording, and stetho- 
scopic examination of the heart. 

Examination is by full-time 
public health physicians present- 
ly serving on the staff of the 
Health Department’s Heart Dem- 
onstration Unit. There is no cost 
to City Hall employees cooperat- 
ing in the study. 

"As a means of working to- 
wards the prevention and con- 
trol of heart disease in this 
community, physicians are in- 
terested in the possibilities pre- 
sented by screening for heart 
disease," Dr. Egon E. Kattwinkcl, 
chairman of the Cardiac Pro- 
gram Committee, declared. "Sus- 
pected cases of potential or 
actual heart disease will be 
guided to their physicians for 
diagnosis and treatment. Medi- 
cal men are convinced that some 
forms of heart disease can be 
prevented if conditions known 
to cause them are discovered 
early enough. There is also 
evidence that some forms of 
heart disease can be successfully 
controlled if treatment is started 
early," Dr. Kattwinkel said. 

The Newton Heart Demonstra- 
tion Program is sponsored co- 
operatively by the Newton 
Health Department, the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public 
Health and the Public Health 
Service. Endorsed in principle 
by the Massachusetts Medical 
Society and the Newton Medical 
Club, the objective is to learn 
what a community can do to 
help reduce sickness, disability 
and deaths due to heart disease. 

The program was initiated in 


May, 1948. Since that time phy- 
sicians of Newton have worked 
together , with public health au- 
thorities to develop a program 
aimed at meeting these objec- 
tives. Among the activities 
already undertaken are a re- 
fresher course for physicians, 
"The Newton Postgraduate 
Heart Institute," and courses in

The Newton Free Library has 
just issued a selected list of its 
music record albums.

In this "enlightened” twen- 
tieth century, it is amazing how 
many people hold fast to mis- 
conceptions concerning tubercu- 
losis which wej-e disproved dec- 
ades ago. 

One false notion that still seems 
to persist about tuberculosiis is 
that the disease is inherited. No 
one inherits tuberculosis. The 
disease is caused by a germ, the 
tubercle bacillus, which is trans- 
mitted from a person with active 
disease to another. 

Tuberculosis sometimes seem* 
to strike several members of one 
family. But this is usually be- 
cause one member of the family 
contracts tuberculosis, and, in the 
close association of family life, 
the tuberculosis germs are spread 
to other members of the house- 
hold. 

Some people still insist that 
tuberculosis must be accompa- 
nied by a hacking cough, emaciau 
tion and the spitting of blood. 
Actually, tuberculosis can be pres- 
ent in an early stage without 
any of these symptoms. That 
is why doctors advise regular 
physical examinations, including 
chest X-Rays. Then if a person 
does get tuberculosis, he has a 
better chance of finding it in an 
early stage, and can take meas- 
ures against it at a time when 
it is easiest to cure. 

There are still some who be- 
lieve a certain type of climate is 
necessary to cure tuberculosis. 
As a matter of fact, tuberculosis 
can be cured in any climate. The 
basic factors involved in arrest- 
ing tuberculosis are complete and 
proper rest under medical super- 
vision, which is usually best ob- 
tained in a sanatorium. There 
are sanatoriums in every state 
and it is usually better for a tu- 
berculosis patient to seek treat- 
ment in a sanatorium near his 
home lhan needlessly to travel 
great distances for it. 

There are some ’vho think that 
anyone over forty is safe from 
the disease. Although tubercu- 
losis leads the causes of deaths 
from diseases among young peo- 
ple between 15 and 34, it strikes 
all age groups, as it does people 
of varying economic status, and 
differing environment and all 
types of physical description. 

Those who make it their busi- 
ness to learn the truth about tu- 
berculosis have taken a wise step 
toward protecting themselves 
against the disease. Correct in- 
formation on the disease can be 
obtained from the local health 
department or from the tuber- 
culosis association in the com- 
munity.

"The largest drop in claims for 
unemployment benefits in any 
week since last April was record- 
ed during the week ending July 
23 when a decrease of 5,073 
claims was noted by the Division 
of Employment Security, Antonio 
England, Director, announced to- 
day. 

"This substantial drop in bene- 
fit claims was the result of a de- 
crease of 2,757 in the number of 
initial claims from the previous 
week and a decrease of 2,316 in 
continued claims from (he pre- 
vious week,” Mr. England noted. 

"The largest reduction in 
claims occurred in the continued 
claims for unemployment com- 
pensation benefits under' the 
state law where a drop of 3,024 
was noted. 

"Last week the total claim fig- 
ure amounted to 191,692 as com- 
pared with the previous week of 
196,765. The peak unemployment 
benefit load occurred during the 
week ending June 11 when 198,- 
514 claims were filed,” England 
pointed out, or 6,822 more than 
during the week ending July 23.

worthy. The Nave coiling with 
graceful wood trusses springing 
from the decorated stone corbels 
gives a feeling of airy openness 
to the interior. Above the deep 
arches of the Nave, a richly 
carved cornice of wood ties in 
with the cornice of the Sanctu- 
ary and the Choir Gallery. In a 
band of ornament on either side 
of the Sanctuary cornice the 
motto of the Jesuit Order, AD 
MAJOREM DEI GLORIAM (To 
the Greater Glory of God) is 
carved and accented with gold 
leaf. The ceiling is panelled with 
deep coffers and ornamental 
symbols. The walls to a height 
of about ten feet arc panelled 
•nd at the sides clergy seats, 
similar to choir stalls, have been 
erected in place of Prie Dieux 
placed about the Sanctuary. 

The Narthex Screen separat- 
ing the Narthex (or vestibule) 
from the Nave is carved white 
oak with symbolic ornament as 
is the 1 ceiling of the vestibule. 
Heavy oak beams with cham- 
fered sides are built up in the 
manner of Early Gothic wood- 
work. On the Nave sidem small 
figures of St. Cecilia and King 
David are carved on the support- 
ing posts of the Choir Gallery. 
These figures symbolize religious 
music. The Pipe Organ, one of 
the finest instruments of its kind 
was made and erected by the 
Casavant Brothers of St. Hya- 
cinthe, Quebec, Canada. 

The Stations of the Cross, the 
work of Angelo Cascieri, are 
carved basswood in low relief 
with a walnut background. The 
Stations are set in antique gold 
frames. They add a rich color 
to the interior. The exterior and 
interior sculptured work was 
also executed by this talented 
sculptor. 

The marbles used in the 
church are both domestic and 
foreign. The domestic marble 
used for steps and bases through- 
out the body of the church are 
of Tennessee Red Cedar. 

The main altar and the steps 
leading up to the altar in the 
Sanctuary are of Botticino, a 
warm ivory toiled Italian marble. 
The side altars are of B«tticino 
with panels of Black and Gold 
and Sanguine Verona. The dec- 
orative symbols carved in the 
face of the altars are incised and 
covered with gold leaf. The 
heavily moulded step at the 
communion rail is of Belgian 
Black marble set into the vesti- 
bule walls. The Baptismal Font 
is of Alabama Stone, ri 'hly 
carved. 

In addition to the upper 
church which seats one thousand, 
there is a lower church which 
seats five hundred people. 

The lower church is so de- 
signed that it can be used as a 
small auditorium for community 
activities, lectures, moving pic- 
tures, etc. It has a small stage 
with recessed Altar, a Sacristy, 
and three confessionals. It is 
arranged so that the Altar and 
the Confessionals can be con- 
cealed with drapes when not 
used as a chapel. In connection 
with the chapel is a Social Hall 
seating about two hundred peo- 
ple, for the use of Catholic acti- 
vities. The walls of this room are 
sheathed to the ceiling with 
Brazilian Pine. A Modern kitch- 
en has been installed with all 
equipment of stainless steel. The 
kitchen will be used for serving 
Communion breakfasts and any 
social affairs in connection with 
the Church. The basement rooms 
are mechanically ventilated and 
the heating is by concealed con- 
vector units. 

Masses have been said for the 
last time at the Library Audi- 
torium and the Chapel at Boston 
College for the parishioners of 
Saint Ignatius Church. All of 
the Masses on the first day ot 
the opening will be said at the 
now Church at Lake St. and 
Commonwealth Ave. The time 
of the Masses will be 5:30, 6:00, 
7:00, 8:00, 9:00, 10:00 and the 
Pontifical Mass at 11:00 o’clock. 

The lighting fixtures, exterior 
and interior, hardware and 
wrought iron work, bronze taber- 
nacle doors, altar candlesticks 
and crosses were all designed 
especially for this church by the 
Architect. 

It is expected that thousands 
of visitors will visit the church 
on the opening day as it is con- 
sidered one of the most beauti- 
ful churches ever built in the 
Archdiocese of Boston, under 
the direction of His Excellency, 
Most Reverend Richard J. Cush- 
ing, D.D., Archbishop of Boston. 

The church is very easily 
leached on the Boston College 
line of the Metropolitan , Transit 
Authority and is only a few 
steps from the Lake Street Ter- 
minal. 

Beginning, Monday, August 1, 
the daily Masses will be cele- 
brated at 7:00, 7:30 and 8:15. 

The Metropolitan Transit Au- 
thority has arranged for bus 
transportation from Englewood 
Avenue and Beacon Street for 
the parishioners for the Sunday 
Masses.

result of considerable study of 
our state government I have 
come to the conclusion that in 
three major respects the critic- 
isms levelled are true and the 
situation admits of amendment, 
correction and improvement. He 
stated specific instances, one for 
example was milk regulation 
board, the milk control and in- 
spection of milk which is in dif- 
ferent departments, also the gov- 
ernor is called upon to approve 
appointments to colleges or 
universities engaged in veter- 
inary medicine. Such a power 
should be invested in the depart- 
ment of education and not in the 
governor. The 12 members 
should be selected as follows: 
two by the president of the Sen- 
ate from membership of that 
body. Two should be selected by 
the Speaker of the House. The 
Governor should be authorized 
to place on the commission two 
persons employed in the exec- 
utive branch of the government. 
The remainder should be recr- 
uited from the general public. 
The appointees should equally 
represent the two major political 
parties. No such investigation 
of the State government, as a 
whole, has ever been made for 30 
years. 

Over 250 people jammed the 
hearing room in the State 
House and many more filled the 
corridors outside to oppose tax- 
es on banks, billboards, liquor 
and insurance. Rep. Robert Mur- 
phy, Democratic floor leader of 
the House, was the only speak- 
er for the bill before the Sen- 
ate Ways and Means Committee. 
Many attending the public hear- 
ing were bankers, and attorneys 
for banks. Rep. Murphy warned 
that if the $20,000,000 in addi- 
tional revenue was not raised the 
“dreaded” state tax would have 
to be revived and the burden 
would be passed onto local real 
estate taxes. There was much 
laughter and humor when a 
question was asked of a legis- 


The 1949 session of the Gener- 
al Court of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts is now nearing 
its end. It is believed that by 
August 12 the members will 
wind up its business and go 
home. There is much to be done 
in that space of time. The fol- 
lowing problems must be ironed 
out before they leave such as: 
the Cash Sickness Benefit Fund 
which was rejected by the House, 
the governor wants an exhaus- 
tive study on that legislation, 
the question of taxation must 
come up before the Senate, vet- 
erans’ preference, reducing the 
age of 65 to 60 years for old age 
retirement, anti-injunction bill, 
special study to survey, overhaul, 
and streamline the state govern- 
ment, called the “Dever Commis- 
sion’’ and all major problems in- 
cluding the Boston Airport bill 
which the Senate approved for 
the sum of $18,000,000 and the 
House rejected the bill because 
$6,000,000 was originally appro- 
priated was enough for airport 
expansion. 

A message from Governor 
Dover was read in the House of 
Representatives on Wednesday. 
The temperature in the House 
Chamber read 95 degrees. It was 
a hot and tiresome group of el- 
ected officials that listened. Gov- 
ernor Dever asked ih his mes- 
sage to the legislature that a 
12-man commission costing $100,- 
000 be created to study, re-ex- 
amine and overhaul the govern- 
mental organization; to stream- 
line and improve; to abolish in- 
efficient administration; to re- 
duce, simplify and make uniform 
rules, regulations and proce- 
dures? to eliminate the unneces- 
sary; lo consolidate the overlap- 
ping; to eradicate the wasteful 
and thereby to reduce the costs 
of government and the burdens 
of taxation. This can be obtained 
only by an overall study and in- 
vestigation of the whole struc- 
ture of the state government. 
Governor Dever said that as a 


This part of the country has been twice mentioned prom- 
inently in the news this past week — in the one instance as 
nix Massachusetts counties, including Norfolk, were declared 
drought disaster areas by the Secretary of Agriculture; and in 
the other as New England, where unemployment is fast be- 
coming a major problem, was named -the nation’s first area that 
will benefit from the federal aid program. 

Such instances should bring us to reflect that (to employ 
a physical analogy) we are all today part of an integral or- 
ganism in which poor functioning of any part can affect not 
only the well-being of the various members but the entire body 
as well. 

Thus we are brought to the realistic viewpoint that situa- 
tions even in remote places can have an effect on us here at 
home, by the inexorable law of cause and effect. 

We Americans unconsciously find this a hard doctrine to 
swallow for we naturally come by a strong feeling of self- 
sufficiency, since no other people has been so blessed with such 
an abundance of natural resources, of mine, forest and farm. 

The Great Depression of 1929 when millions were on public 
relief, did bring home even to the most uninitiatc, however, 
the basic lesson that fluctuations in world trade can affect the 
dinner paid of the worker across the water. 

A 3 James Morgan recently said in the Boston Globe, “At 
the cost of war, the Marshall Plan, dollar crises and depres- 
sions we are being taught in the dear school of experience that 
prosperity, getting a living, is indivisible. . . . We have had 
evidence enough that, regardless of nafions and race, the human 
family truly are members one of another.” 

Say the men of the Rockefeller Foundation, “The world of 
disease and misery is not divided; it is a Common world. In 
terms of human suffering the world is truly and tragically one 
world. 

“What is true of medicine and public health is true also 
in the fields of scicnqc and humanism. There are no F rcnch 
or English enzymes, no German or American electrons. Tolstoy 
and Shakespeare and Bacon and Tschaikowsky belong to the 
world, just as the spiritual ideals of Gandhi have now become 
the heritage of mankind. 

These are some of the common interests whose waves arc 
breaking over the old flag-marked boundaries and are bringing 
the world a conception of civilization and of the intellectual 
life of man as a cooperative achievement.” 

The sustaining of peace and prosperity is seen to be quite 
as difficult as the winning of a war, and this too requires of us 
much conscious effort, sacrifice, discipline and cooperation. 

All in all, then, there can be little doubt that in this year 
1949 we arc face to face with a challenge that is one of the most 
momentous that our society has ever experienced. 

For each succeeding day and each succeeding event— local 
or international— shows us grimly that our one chance of up- 
holding a sane world is to seek out the common denominators, 
the unity of aims, the recognitions of kinship, the intuitions

result in their death. We hasten 
thinning at the bottom of a hedge 
by trimming it flat on top. A flat 
top hedge allows little light for 
the lower branches. Without light 
these lower branches are unable 
to manufacture food. 

You may prefer a rounded 
hedge or one more or less tri- 
angular with only a very narrow 
flat surface at the top. The one 
with the rounded top tends to 
shed snow in winter. 

Hedge Hints 

1. Trim hedge -o base is wider 
than the top. 

2. A hedge running north to 
south allows more light to both 
sides as compared to one run- 
ning east to west. An east to 
west hedge receives no sun on 
the north side. 

3. An old deciduous hedge may 
be rejuvenated by cutting it to 
within 2 to 3 inches of the ground 
early in the spring. 

4. A young deciduous hedge 
such as Privet should be pruned 
severely when olanted. Then the 
second season trim it frequently 
to promote denseness. Mature 
hedges may be trimmed only once 
a year— right now. Vigorous 
hedges such as California Privet 
may need several trimmings. Al- 
so, several early season trim- 
mings will increase denseness.

Where lo Fish by Boat 

During the next few month* anglers will again face the 
prohlen of finding ponds and lakes where they can rent a boat. 
Shore fishing has been none to good during the rerent low water 
perloc’ and the demand for boats so far this season .has been far 

greater than In previous years on 


our inland waters. 

This was also true along the 
coast earlier in the season for 
early salt water fishing. The 
situation has eased up consider- 
ably since then, as most of the 
boys have changed to surf fish- 
ing for stripers, leaving plenty 
of boats available for salt water 
fishing at most liveries. 

With the vacation season 
now In full swing, you will 
find It almost Impossible to 
get a boat unless you reserve 
It in advance of the day you 
wish to fish. Many of our best 
ponds and lakes in this state 
do not have boat liveries, and 
if possible it Is best to Wring 
along your own boat or canoe. 
Many anglers I know prefer 
to fish in such water lipcauRe 
they have found that most 
ponds and lakes that do have 
llverlps are usually heavily 
flatted. 

Many of our local people will 
spend their vacations on Cape 
Cod, and a good deal of them 
are planning to do some fresh 
water fishing there. If you are 
one of these, and do not have a 
boat, you should know that only 
ten of sixteen good fishing ponds 
in Plymouth and Barnstable 
Counties have boat liveries. These 
are located at: Cliff Pond in 
Brewster, Groat Pond in East- 
ham, Long Pond and Pleasant 
Lake in Harwich, Bull Pond and 
Higgins Pond in Wcllfleet, Mud- 
dy Pond and Sampsons Pond in 
Carver, East Warcham Mill Pond 
in Warcham and Billington Sea 
in Plymouth. 

Those fishing in the western 
part of the state will find most 
of the ponds in the Berkshire 
County area have boat liveries. 
You can get boats at the follow- 
ing places which arc all con- 
sidered good fishing spots: Cen- 
ter Pond and Grcenwater Pond 
in Bcckct, Hoosac Reservoir in 
Cheshire, Prospect Lake in Egre- 
1 mont, North Pont in Florida. 
Goose Pond and Laurel Lake in 
Lee, Lake Bueli and Lake Gar- 
field in Monterey, also on the 
Lake Buell on the New Marlboro 
side, East Otis Reservoir in Otis, 
Spectacle Pond in Dandisflcld 
and Goose Pond in Tyringham. 
Every one of these arc good 


or wildcat. 

If you will be in New Hamp- 
shire you can take all types of 
fish during these two months. 
The season ends on August 31 
on trout, salmon and whltcflsh. 
For the hunters, they can legally 
take bear, fox and lynx. 

In our own state you can take 
all types of fish during July. 
The season closes on trout and 
salmon on July 31. The gunner 
can shoot the following during 
these two months: red squirrel, 
porcupine, fox, skunk, wood- 
chuck and wild cat. 

Local Fishing Improved 

Recent showers have brought 
up the water to a higher level in 
some of the local ponds during 
the past week and has helped 
for better fishing at some of our 
ponds. This is particularly true 
in the Cape Area where a 
heavier rainfall was experienced 
than w/i had in this section. 

Fishing along the Charles 
beyond the dam at Charles 
River Village greatly Improved 
during the past week. Though 
very few pickerel have been 
taken in that section, bass 
seem far more plentiful than 
was reported earlier In the 
season. With higher water the 
bass have started to hit on the 
surface. 

One Medfleld angler, using a 
new type mechanical frog with 
log action which has just been 
marketed in recent weeks, has 
been getting a number of me- 
dium size bass n the Millis- 
Medfleld area. He has also been 
fairly successful with this plug 
at Farm Pond in Framingham 
on both bass and pickerel.

Salt Water Fishing 

Sait water fishing along our 
coast is very spotty, and it is 
difficult for anyone to advise 
where they are hitting. This is 
1 especially true on stripers and 
| mackerel: they are real active 
at one spot on one day and gone | 
tomorrow. Much of this depends i 
i on winds and weather conditions, j 
Last week a few of us fished out 
! from Ellisville for mackerel and 1 
landed a boat load in a few 
J hours. The wind shifted that 
; day on the low tide and there 
I hasn’t been a mackerel caught ! 
in the bay since that time. 

Stripers are very spotty at j 
this time and most catches arc j 
in the surf. The best spots dur- 
ing the past weekend were Race I 
Point at Provincetown, Truro ! 
and Martha’s Vineyard Very ( 
little taken at any place on the 
South and North Shore. Bottom 
fishing also very slow and ex- 
cursion fishing boats report the 
worst fishing of the season. 
Some of these fishing boats’ top 
catches for the day are* only 
running about four to five 
pounds on cod. 

Most fish taken at present 
within a twelve to fourteen mile 
radius are small hake. One 
bright spot for those enjoying : 
eel fishing is just off Stone Pier | 
at Hingham where the boys have I 
been getting plenty of big ones. 
These eels have just recently 
moved in in large quantities.. 
They appeared there shortly af- 
ter the recent dredging opera- 
tions in that area. 

At Martha's Vineyard 

If you plan on being on Mar- 
tha’s Vineyard between now and 
the end of the trout season on 
July 31, there are a few good 
trout spots on the island that 
are still active according to a 
letter I received from a Roslin- 
j dale reader who has been vaca- 
tioning there. He advises that 
he lias had some real good ^rout 
| fishing at Upper Chilmark Pond 
and Jobs Neck Pond. He has 
fished Big Homer Pond but with- 
out much success.

that everything they have told 
you would be wasted on a ' 
clumsy, awkward woman. 

It is my firm conviction that 
ballroom dancing is the greatest j 
single contribution toward main- 1 
taining good posture, because in 
learning how to dance, one ac- 
quires at the same time poise, a 
sense of timing and rhythm, the j 
important art of balance, and we 
self-confidence. While tap and * 
ballet dancing arc not to be de- 
cried by any means, I believe that 
most young women will derive 
greatest benefit from ballroom 
dancing. 

Dance to Stand 

The correct dancing position, 
just by itself, can work wonders 
for both old and young because 
of the great improvement in pos- 
ture that results from assuming 
it. The head is lifted, the 
shoulders arc straight and on 
the same plane as the hips, the 
chest is raised, the diaphragm 
i.a lifted and flat, the weight of 
the body is distributed properly 
both vertically and horizontally. 

Stop and remember the last 
time you saw a model or an : 
actress walk. Isn’t that the way I 
she held herself? And you’ll I 
find that the 900 instructresses J 
In the Fred Astaire Dance Stu- 
dios have this grace and loveli- 
ness. In almost every case, their 
poise and charm stem from their 
dancing correctly, for few of 
them have had modeling train 
ing. 

While everyone can learn to be 
grreeful, I’m not so sure that 
everyone can learn to compose 
or write. But for those of you 
who were born with those tal- 
ents, or have acquired them, the 
National Five Arts Award, which 
inspired this series, presents a 
unique opportunity, I am told by 
contest officials. In addition to 
the cash prizes of $30,000, there 
is a total of up to $70,000 in fel- 
lowships for the best popular 
s^ng, radio script, movie syn- 
opsis. short story and play sub- 
mitted to contest headquarters, 
715 Fifth Avenue, New York.

Standing Properly 

Before giving my ideas on how 
to stand, sit and walk gracefully, 
I’d like to say that a good begin- 
ning is to master the art of 
balancing to waltz music. The 
dancer is ready for these when 
she has progressed to the point 
where side steps have been sub- 
stituted for marking time. On 
the heavy beat of the music, she 
goes forward on the left foot and 
holds, standing on one foot, for 
two counts; then back on the 
two counts: then back on the right 
foot and hold for two counts. 
This exercise is given in my stu- 
dios before all others so that the 
dancer may learn the more in- 
volved steps with the proper 
s nse of balance and timing. 
Once these two arts are learned, 
every other body movement is 
simple. 

The proper beginning for 
graceful walking is correct pos- 
ture. This is much the same as 
the proper dancing position. The 
: -une should be straight, with 
the shoulders squared and pai- 
a’lel to the pelvis. One good 
r ay to learn this position is to 
stand against a wall in a four- 
point contact, with the back of 
t ie head, shoulders, derriere and 
heels all touching the wall. 


You’ll notice that your stomach 
is automatically pulled in and 
the chest lifted when this pose 
is struck. The head is raised, 
and the chin held in. But you 
must remember not to exagger- 
ate this position, lest you look 
like a Cadet or Roxy usher on 
parade. The weight, of course, 
is evenly distributed on both 
feet. 

Walking Correctly 

Once the proper standing posi- 
tion has been mastered, you can 
start walking. A good idea is to 
walk toward a full length mirror 
to keep a check on yourself. Un- 
less you want to goose-step like 
a Nazi, don’t “Lead” with your 
foot; let your knee point the way 
with your thigh extended. You’ll 
find that your calf will then 
swing into line quite gracefully. 
You'll be able to avoid waddling 
or bobbing from cide to side if 
you keep your knees close to- 
gether, almost touching in fact. 

Toeing in or toeing out should 
both be avoided. The feet 
should point straight ahead 
although the slower your pace, ' 
the greater the tendency to have ' 
the toes point out. The next ■ 
time you’re on a beach, look I 
back at your tracks. If you arc j 
walking properly, the footprints i 
in the sand should be in a 
straight line. 

Remember in walking to main 
tain comfortably the good pos- 
ture you’ve already established 
in learning how to stand. 

I’ve noticed that a short girl 
will look taller if her strides are 
a bit longer than she had been 
using. Similarly, a tall girl can 
give the illusion of less height if ' 
her stride is a bit shorter. 

There’s one special type of 
walking, ind that’s going ud 
; stairs. The entire foot should b«> 

! on the step, not just the toe and 
i ball of the foot. The upward 
thrust should come from the 
lower part of the foot, with the 
heel raised. The thigh muscles, 
which are the strongest in the 
body, do the actual job of lifting 
I you. 

How to Sit 

Sitting down gracefully is 
easily learned. Just walk to the 
I chair the way you’ve . already i 
learned, and when the side of j 
your leg touches the chair, turn 
slightly and sit down with as 
little movement as possible. 
Don’t turn around and look wild- 
ly for the chair. When you’ve 
smoothed your ;kirts— which 1 
you do while sitting— let your i 
back touch the back of the chair. 
Keep your spine straight, and ! 
your chest raised and out. Do 1 
not slump or sprawl. Not only , 
is that ungraceful; it’s also un- j 
ladylike. 

' After you sit down, cross your 
i feet at the ankles, and place j 
them slightly under the chair. 

! toes pointed straight ahead. If 
| you want to cross your legs, go 
| right ahead. But cross them j 
either below the knee or above 
; it. Never put one knee directly 
on top of the other. In the first j 
i place, this flattens the calf and 
rrpkes you look like a relay run- I 
ner. Secondly, when the knees j 
are on top of one another, that j 
familiar patellar reflex, or knee j 
| jerk, might occur with embar- ' 
rassing consequences if your 
loot should strike something. 
Remember to keep the foot be- 
neath flat on the floor, with the 
, toe pointed straight ahead; the 
toe of the upper foot should be 
pointed forward. 

Don’t Fidget 

Do not clasp hands tightly, or 
interlace the fingers. Place one 
hand lightly in the other, or on 
the arm of the chair. Avoid 
drumming, too-busy fingers, toy- 
ing with your necklace, or chew- 
| ing your nails, as I’ve seen even 
some adults do. 

When you get up, rise mainly 
with the help of your knees and 
those powerful thigh muscles. 

I Keep your back straight while 
doing this and avoid pulling 
yourself up with your arms. 
That is for monkeys. 

Win the rhythm and balance 
I’ve discussed, and learn to walk 
and sit gracefully, and you will 
help round out the five Arts of 
Beauty.
